Borstal Youths 
Get New Chance 


LOWDHAM GRANGE, England, 
(CP,»—It is ironical, but in Britain 
under the Borstal system boys who 


go wrong often get a better chance 


in life than those from poor homes 
who never run into trouble with 
the police 

Here in the rolling hill and 
meadows of Nottinghamshire is a 
Borsta: institution, built by Borstal 
boys, where 280 lads from 16 to 
21 years are helped along the road 
to goud citizenship 

Theft is the most common of- 


fence but first offenders are rarely 


sentenced as the probation system 
is widely used by magistrates. The 
term of a sentence under the Bors- 
tal form of detention is for not 
less than two or more than three 
years ond convicted boys are first 
sent to an allocation centre which, 


having regard to age, 
record and general make-up, de- 
cides which of the seven institu- 
tions provides the most appropriate 
training. 

Taught Trades 


Under a firm but kindly ad- 
ministration boys are taught all 
manner of trades and crafts, 
from brick-laying to baking, from 
carpentering to cobbling and laun- 
dering, and are enabled in their 
own time to brush up on general 
education 

Outside the main building of this 
institution two or three lads in

“The boys were handpicked for 
this new venture,” said the gov- 
ernor, a slim ascetic-looking man 
with quick eyes. “We opened tuiis 
school on the theory that you 
can’t train a racehorse in a back- 
yard. Boys, like racehorses, need: 
a certain amount of freedom to 
dev2ion.” 

Unoer direction of local brick- 
layers and carpenters the boys 
started building and subsequently

Canada’s New Flag 

As much as most Canadians are eager 
to see a distinctive national flag adopted for 
this country they are conscious ot some- 
thing very wrong in the picture of a com- 
mittee of parliamentarians Sittin down in 
cold blood to design one D force f logi« 
and deliberation 

For flags which have the weight of 
tradition and meaning behind them are not 
so conceived. Flags of real significance grow 
and take form naturally in the heat of great 
events. They are not designed for beauty and 
BYmmetry and to satisfy the formal claims 
of certain factions. They are merely bits 
of symbolism thrown together by force of 
circumstance so that they take shape ac- 
cideritally just as the racial constituents olf 
a country come together accidentally 

A flag manufactured by a formal com- 
mittee has even less of a romantic back- 
ground than a test-tube baby. 

However, since we are to have a syn- 
thetic flag, it should be one with some mean- 
ing. The red ensign with a gold maple leaf 
in the fly, which appears to have been chos- 
en. is certainly the most suitable of all de- 
signs considered 

French-Canadian members of the flag 
committee have objected, with ne heat, to 
the rejection of their entry a series of 
red and white trian s with a green maplk 
leaf Superimposed in the centre 

However handsome this design may be 
it has little significance. For triangles mean 
nothing at all, except in the divorce court 
and surely Canada does not méan to immort 
alize domestic infidelity on her standard 
Moreover, the design is exceedingly bad her- 
aldry since one of the fundamental axioms 
of that science is that color must not be 
age, on color. In short, green should not 
be laid over red 


The Quebec faction objects to the Union 


Jack. It should be pointed out to them that 
the constituents of the Jack have a signif- 
icance which far antedates the British Em- 
pire. The cross of St. George honors a hero 
who did not even live in England but per- 
formed his deeds ‘n ASia Minor, The cross 
of St. Andrew honors an apostle of our Lord 
who was martyred in Russia. St. Patrick, 
it may be assumed, was no more pro-Eng- 
lish than Mr. Houde of Montreal 

If everybody is going to object to feat 
ures in the new flag, the entire West might 
complain about the maple leaf which grows 
sparsely in the prairies and to an ugly flesh- 
iness on the Pacific Coast. Only in the East 
does the maple leaf attain real beauty and 


significance.
